In fact, the presence of 
these sleuths in the Capitol Building was 
joked about on’ the floor of the House and 
Senate. 

There wasn't a 
member who hadn't heard of, what hap- 
pened to the boodlers in Missouri. 

“Why, when the anti-alum bill came up 
for consideration a senator declared that a 
similar bill In Missouri! had resulted in the 
indictment there of six members, three of 
whom, he explained, had been sent to the 
Penitentiary for voting for the bill and 
three for voting against it. That was 
enough for everybody. The bill was killed.” 

Indictments for bribery have been re- 
turned by the grand #iry at Little: Rock 
against President Covington of the’ Senate 
and Senators Gross of'Crawford County 
and Rison of Perty County; also Repre- 
sentatives Chaplifie of Monroa County and 
Andrews of Nevada County. 


Offered Them $50 Each. 


Reoresentatives Andrew and Chapline 
were indicted on the testimony of two of 
their colleagues, who declared that they 
offered them $50 each if they would vote 
for the Killough Levee bill. 

The Kiliough bill named 4 men who 

should serve as members Of the St. Francis 
Levee District, which has charge of the 
levee work from the Missouri line. to 
Helena, Ark. It has cost the taxpayers 
$2,000,000 since the work wag begun 10 years 
ago. In addition to this, the Federal Gov- 
ernment haé appropriated for the construc- 
tion of the levee about $2,000,000. Under the 
old law Gov. .Davis appointed the com- 
missioners. Naturally, the Kiliough bill 
was bitterly opposed By the Davis adminis- 
tration. 
- In urging the pdssage of the bill Senator 
Killough and‘his friends insisted that Gov. 
Davis had appointed as Leyee Commis- 
sioners several men who were not and had 
never been taxpayers. 

“My constituents merely wanted a fair 
deal, in @> far as the Levee Board was con- 
cerned,”’ said Senator Killough. They had 
large interesta at stake and, of course, 
wanted to protect them. The men named 
in my bill were all prominently identified 
with public affairs In Arkansas. There was 
not a single valid objection Jo them. 

“The passage of the bill was strongly 
urged by United States Senator Clark. It 
‘went through ‘the Senate practically with- 
out opposition.”’

on Myers’ hat, but it was too small for 
me.” 

Hottman was shown the hat and cuffs 
found in the Meyers home and said they 
were his. 

“Bhe gave me $10," he said, “and told 
me to go to 8t. Joseph and she would 
meet me there in the near future. She 
told me while I was washing the blood off 
that she was sérry she got me into it. 
She was afraid the police would get me be- 
fore I got to my ftoom. It was agreed that 
she would not give the alarm until 6 
O'clock, so I could be safe out of town be- 
fore the murder was known.” 


Mrs. Hottman Testifies. 

Mrs. Ella Hottman, mother .of Frank 
Hottman, was the ‘first witness in the 
Meyers murder case today. She had known 
Mrs. Meyers 13 years and said that in 
April, 19044, a few weeks before the mur- 
der, Mrs. Meyers came to Higginsville, 
her home, and was met at the train by 
Frank Hottman. Mrs. Meyers stayed a 
week, 

“My father had a billiard cue which he 
used for a cane,” said Mrs. Hottman. 
After Mrs. Meyets visited our house Frank 
Sawed this cane in two and put the large 
end of it in his Sult case and took it with 
him to Kansas City May 5, five days be- 
fore the murder.’’ 

This was the club Hottman took with 
him to the Meyers home the night of the 
murder, and with which he struck Meyers. 
The club was found in the murdered man's 
bed the next morning.

CHRISTIANA, Norway, June 9.—-To a sa- 
lute of 21 guns the Norwegian war flag, 
freed of every symbol of the country’s sev- 
ered union with Sweden, was unfurled to- 
day on every fortress and public building 
in the land. ' 

In Christiana the banner was raised, in 
the garrison’s preserice, over Akershus 
Fort, overlooking Christiana Bay, a strong- 
hold besieged by Sweden in 1310, 1569 and 
1716. 

As the clock in the fort. tower chimed 
19 the union flag, which had floated there 
since 1814, was hauled down,.the troops 
presented arms, the band played the patri- 
otic air, “Sons of Norway,”’ then, after 
a momentary pause, the first gun of a na- 
tional salute boomed, the new flag was 
broken out and the troops again presented 
arms. The people uncovered and cheered, 
the band adding to the general entfiusiasm 
by playing the popular air, ‘Yes, We Love 
This Country.”’ 

First one and then another took up the 
words of the song until the whole crowd 
joined, after which round after round of 
cheering again greeted the flag. - Three 
cheers were next given for the fatherland 
and the singing of the national anthem 
concluded the ceremony. 

Baron von Wedel-Jarisberg, minister of 
Sweden and Norway, at Madrid, and who 
is a Norwegian, is leaving the Spanish 
capital today for Christiania. He has tel 
egraphed asking to be immediately relieved 
of the post owing to the dissolution of the 
Union. His action will be followed by 
the ministers at Washington and Rome, 
both of whom are Norwegians. 

That King Oscar has the Kaiser's sym- 
pathy in the present crisis is well known 
here. From Berlin comes the significant 
announcement that, when the German ruler 
visits northern waters during the summer, 
in accordance with vrearranged plans, he 
will stae several weeks with his escort of 
two battleships off the Swedish coast, but 
that his arrangments for a cruise along the 
Norwegian coast will be canceled. 

There ic also a strong suspicion that it 
may be impossible, in the face of the 
Kalser’s disapproval, to induce any Euro- 
pean prince to assume the Norwegian 
crown. More than this, he is opposed to 
the establishment o: a republic in the 
North and may take active steps, to pre- 
vent the consummation of any such plan, 
of which there has §pen considerable talk. 

Revresentatives of -Norway are under- 


stood already to have received from King 
Christian of Denmark a strong hint that 
Prince Karl will not be perpeteces to reign 
in the new kingdom and that neither as- 
sistance nor sympathy need be looked for 
from the Danes in the secession movement.

NEWS OF PEACE 


Permits Foreign Dispatches to Be 
Printed and Will Announce

Reply From §8t. Petersburg to 
Japan’s Informally Named

ST. PETERSBURG, June 9, 3:5 p. m— 
The Government is plainly preparing the 
public for the anneuncement that the Em-, 
peror has decided*.to conclude peace and 
that negotiations hd@ve begun, by permit- 
ting th: publication of all the foreign dis- 
patches bearing on the subject. 

The newspapers and the Russian public, 


‘however, have until now only had a sus- 
'picion that tmportant moves were going on 


behind the scenes. 

In well-informed circles it is believed 
that Japan already has instructed Field | 
Marshal Cyame to stay his hand pending 
the result of the present tentative negotia- 
tions and that Gen. Linevitch also has 
been confidentially advised of the situation. 

Nevertheless, the irreconcilable remnant 
of the war party dre believed to be urging 
the Russian Commander-in-Chief to as- 
sume rhe offensive in the hope of achieving 
a victory and thus changing the Emperor's 
present disposition in favor of the conclu- 
sion of hostilities. 

If such an intrigue is in progress it has 
little chance of success. It can be as- 
sumed that there will be no further blood- 
shed in Manchuria until the belligerents 
have decided whether it is now possible 
to agree on peace terms. 

The Government in the present emergen- 
cy is acting with great wisdom. It is pre- 
paring to time the proclamation of a na- 
tional assembly with the announcemenf 
that peace negotiations have begun. The 
committee of ministers is hurrying through 
its examination of the Bouligin R t 
Coinmission's projéct for the Gosudarstven- 
nalia Duma, “imperial duma” scheme, al- 
ready outlined in. these dispatches. 

Practically no alterations are being made 
in the text, and the Associated Press learns 
from a prominent Russian statesman con- 
versant with the. situation that. the re- 
view of the Bouligin committee's project 
is purely formal as & manifesto promul- 
gating a law. giving the Russian people 
a voice in legislation is already drafted. 


ROOSEVELT EXPEOTS A 
REPLY FROM OZAR TODAY.

WASHINGTON, June 9,—President Roose- 
velt looks for a reply from Russia today, 
either accepting Japan's peace demands or 
flatly rejecting them. 

The Czar intimated when he made his in- 
quiry as to terms that his decision would 
be pronfpt and final. The President is, 
therefore, confident that by night it wil be 
known whether there will be early peace 
or indefinite war. 

The full terms on which Japan wil! con- 
clude peace are not known outside ‘of To- 
kio. The Japanese Government would not 
state them now, even if it were asked to 
do so, but the President did not request 
any such detailed information. 

He simply asked Japan for an outline of 
th important ones, from which it could be 
judged whether the proposed basis was sat- 
isfactory to Russia. That much was told 
him cheerfully and promptly. 

The President considers that Japan's es- 
sential terms afe very moderate and is 
hopeful that they will so appear to the 
Czar. 

It Is believed that an encouraging report 
as to the manner in which Japan's terms 
were received at St. Petersburg reached 
the President last night, but no official ad- 
mission to that effect can be obtained. 

Some of the diplomats, who have been 
following the situation from the Outside of 
the little circie with whom the President 
has conferred, believe that it wit} require 
a staggering defeat of the Russian army in 
Mancnuria to bring the Czar to terma. 

It can be stated. however, that if Russia 
delays that long, and rejects tne President's 
present advances she will be compelled to 
sue for peace, so far as this country is 
concerned.

NEW YORK, June 9.—BEssayists and 
magazine writers have repeatedly tried to 
exploit the interesting detafls of every- 
day life in the homes of the “Four Hun- 
dred,”’ but none of them has ever succeed- 
ed in doing anything but show how busy 
the butterfiles of society are kept to main- 

tain their establishments. 

Here for the first time from the lips of 
that leader of society herself is the real 
story. of how Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish lives. 
It is not a story told second hand, but Mrs. 
Fish’s own words, spoken under oath in 
the City Court. when she was a witness 
for the defense in an action brought 
against her husband, president of the 
great Illinois Central Railroad, by a furrier 
for $1600 for furs. 

Mrs. Fish does not get up early in the 
morning to slave at her desk or to plan 
her magnificent entertainments. She never 
leaves her bed before 10 o'clock in the 
morning. 

This is only one of the popular fancies 
she shattered while she was on the stand. 
Her husband does not give her a princely 
allowance. She does not run up big ac- 
counts at the fashionable shops of the city 
and then have the bills sent to her hus- 
band. 

Mr. Fish pays for nothing she orders un- 
less it is an article for their home. 

Mrs. Fish, in her own right, is very 
rich. She has a distinct understanding with 
Mr. Fish that her personal accounts shall 
be paid out of her own income. This un- 
derstanding is never varied from. 

Thetr home management is carried on on 
such a businesslike basis that if Mrs. Fish 
should happen to want a diamond brooch 
she would not, as the public has been led 
to. believe, simply ask her jeweler to send 
it to him and then have him bring it 
home to her. According to her testimony 
she would not even consult him about one 
of her purchases. She would simply get 
it, pay for it herself, and he might nat 
know she had it, unless he happened to 
hear her talk about it. 

Hundreds of thousands of women who 
have read of Mrs. Fish's lavish receptions, 
her eocial conquests and her beautiful 
gowns and jewels have sighed and wished 
for a husband as rich as Mr. Fish. They 
have told themselves of how, like Mr. 
Fish, this husband of their day dreams 
would write a nice, large check every few 
days and present it to them with a kiss. 
Mr. Fish doesn't do anything like that. 
He told the court that Mrs. Fish had her 
own money by inheritance, and that he 
strictly to paying the 
household expenses. 

But on Christmas and some holidays he 
gives her presents, supplementing her in- 
come. He didn't tell just what the pres- 
ents were. 

Just as there are revelations in the tes- 
timony of Mrs. and Mr. Fish for the 
women, there are revelations for the men 
who can only dream about great riches.

The child had got a touch of hobo life and 
continued his wanderings alone. 

While tramping through Ohio this month 
he suved up enough money to buy a new 
suit of clothes and a ‘railway ticket and 
utterly astonished everyone by turning up 
alone and well at home. Percy Walton's 
whereabouts are not known.

DEEMED NEGLIGENT 


Illinois Mine Examiners Charge 
Gross Oarelessness in Con- 
duct of Colliery. 


Causes of Explosion in Which 61 
Lives Were Lost Traced by 
Investigators.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, June §.—Negligence 
and gross carelessness of conduct in the 
manage ment of the Leiter mines at Zieg- 
ler are charged against the company in 
the report of the State Examining: Board 
which made the investigation into the 
causes of the explosion there in early May 
which caused the death of 61 men, 

The report was made to Gov. Deneen 
some time ago but was withheld from the 
public until the grand jury had acted on 


the case, 
The report says: “We find that the mine 


was not legally examined since March 323, 
196. Under the mining law in foree in 
this State, every mine must be examined 
every morning before the men are per 
mitted to enter the mine, the examination 
to be made by a duly qualified person, 
whose ability to perform such duties is 
certified to by the State Mining Board. 
This requirement was now observed during 
the period herein stated. We also find 
that the mine has been operated in viola- 
tion of the mining law, in not having the 
crosscuts made at the proper distance, © 


feet apart. 

“We further find that this mine is gen- 
erating marsh gas, which, when mixed 
with a certain quantity of air, becomes 
explosive. Commencing on the south side 
of the wine we found explosive gas at 
the face of entrance ‘A;’ also at the face 
of the crosscut from the east airway to 
connect with entry ‘A;’ also at the face of 
the eust airway. We also found a large 
quantity of explosive gas at the face of 
the south airway. On opening up Nos, 1, 
2? and 3 west entries, which had been 
closed on account of a fire originating 
from the explorion we examined room No, 
l on the third west entry. This room had 
been driven 860 feet without a crosscu 
and we found it full of explosive gas. A 
the face of the first east crosscut we 
found a small quantity of explosive gas. 

“At a distance of feet north of the 
hoisting shaft on main entry ‘B’ fire was 
found, which was caused by the explosion. 
On entry ‘C,’ 220 feet south of the south- 
west entry, is located a powder room, the 
imensions of which are approximately 7 
eet high, 19 feet wide and W feet deep. 
in this room, the officials of the company 
siate, 48/kegs of poset a box and a half 
of masurite (which is a low grade of dyna- 
mite) and a quantity of detonating caps, 
the exact number unknown, were stored, 
All these had been exploded. Having this 
powder and explosive stored in the mine is 
a violation of the mining law. 

“In a statement made by the officials of 
the company, they state that the fan was 
sopred at 11:30 p. m., Ma Si, 1905, at 
which time all of the men were called out 
of the mine, ag 2 to the ventilation being 
cut off and the mine generating marsh gas. 
When the fan was stopped they depended 
upon the free air compressors to produce 
ventilation, which ts not sufficient to venti- 
late the mine. Notwithstanding the above 
conditions, the men were rmitted to en- 
ter the mine Saturday night, Sunday night 
nd Monday morning, and at 7:10 a. m., 

pril * 3, , the explosion occurred. e 
fan was again started at 5:30 p. m. on the 
same day, before the fifst rescuing party 
entered the mine. 

‘‘We are of the opinion that the amount 
of air furnished by the three air compres- 
sors was not sufficient to ventilate the 
mine, but was sufficient to render the 
marsh —t explosive.”’ 

This, in the opinion of the board, was the 
cause of the explosion.

Officials of the American DeForest Wire- 
less Telegraph Company and the Chicago 


and Alton Railroad Company believe, as a 


result of tests made Thursday, wireless 


communication will be. maintained by St. 
Louls and Chicago with trains speeding 
between the cities at the rate of fifty miles 
an hour, . 

Wireless messages were received on a 
rushing train 37 miles from the transmit- 
ting point with imperfect receiving 
paratys and it is believed that with per- 
fected equipment, adapted to the condi- 
tions, it will soon be possible to catch a 
train with a wireless message anywhere 
between the two cities. 

The tests are expected also to lead to the 
use of wireless safety signaling from loco- 
motives, which will reduce the danger of 
collisions to a minimum. 

Tests were made Thursday on Chicago 
and Alton train No. 3, which left Chi- 
cago at 11:20 a. m. and arrived in St. Louis 
at 7:2 p. m. They were under the super- 
vision of Dr. Lee DeForest, vice-president 
of the DeForest Company, with whom 
President 8S. M. Felton at Chicago and As- 
sistant Passenger Agent D. Bowes of St. 
Louis co-operated. 

The train was 28 miles from Chicago, 
running 50 miles an hour, when the re- 
ceiver, in tha drawing Toom of a Pullman 
car, clicked a message from President Fel- 
ton. Messages continued to be Treceived 
until Joliet was passed.

France Regards Note for Interna- 
. tional Conference on Moroccan 
_ Affairs Suspiciously. 


UNITED STATES ‘INVOLVED 


Treaty of Madrid, to Which This 
Government Is Signatory, 
Basis of Letter. 


PARIS. June 9.—Germany’s note to the 
Powers, proposing an international confer- 
ence on the subject of Morocco,’is regard- 
ed inethe highest quarters as renewing 
the gfavity of the situation almost to the 
point of making.it menacing. 

France has received'a copy of the note, 
showing that Germany acted openly in ap- 
pealing to the powers, notwithstanding the 
official, statement from Berlin that’ Moroc- 
co invites the conference. The officials here 
Interpret the German note as showing that 
Germany is the real upholder of the con- 
ference. 

Thettext of the note shows that Germany 
relies mainly on article 17 of the treaty 
of Madrid, signed July 3, 1880, in which 
Gen. Quetus Fairchild signed for the Unit- 
ed St@tes. Article 17:+recites that Morocco 
recognizes. the most favored nation treat- 
need the case of all the Powers repre- 
sente@at the conference. The German note 
holds “that this gives the Powers equal 
rights to consider the affairs of Morocco. 

The'rench answer is as follows: 

Article 17 refers to the preceding articles 
which, deal solely with the protection of 
the lifes and property of foreigners resid- 
ing in Morocco. Therefore, Article 17 gives 
the pgwers coual treatment concerning the 
protettion of lives and property, but does 
not warrant the German claim that the 
powers agreed to exercise equal political 
control of Morocco. 

Tt ie: desired that Washington and other 
capitals receiving the German note observe 
the lima ited application of Article 17. 

A ‘abinet Council tomorrow will consider 
the note. The nature. of France's official 
answer is still in doubt, owing to Premier 
Rouviér’s desire to.avoid widening the 
breach between Germany-and France.

"HIGHER CRLTICISM 


Rev. Dr. Frank M. Bristol of 
Washington Declares Bible 
Can Stand Scrutiny. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June lv.—"'I cannot agree 
with the attack made upon “The Higher 
Criticism’ at the American Bible-Conven- 
tion recently held in New York,’’ said the 
Rev. Dr. Frank M. Bristol, pastor of the 
Metropolitan Methodist Episcopal Church, 
when approached on the subject. “While I 
am in sympathy with the work of that 
league I cannot quite agree with some of 
the speakers, who seem to make no distinc- 
tion between higher criticism and destruc- 


tive criticism. 

“There is a wide differenee,’’ continued 
Dr. Bristol. “The déstructive criticism 
seeks to aliminate the supernatural element 
from the Bible, while the higher criticism 
‘aims at the purification of the Bible from 
all unauthentic, human elements which may 
have crept into, or been interpreted into, 
it. 

“The higher criticism would simply 
move the clinkers from the engine's fire- 
box; the destructive criticism would 
quench the engines fires. 

“I am not opposed to the higher or to 
the ‘\highest criticism, and do not agree 
with Dr. Burr in believing it to be a dead- 
ly disease that is undermining the spiritual 
constitution of the. pulpit. 

“The Bible will stand all the light that 
numan scholarship can throw upon it. In- 
deed, I do not believe that the-entire body 
of the Holy Scriptures stards or falls with 
the historicity of the book of Jonah, as 
the Rev. Mr. Urquehart seems to teach. 

“If the higher criticism proves that book 


to be an atlegory or paraple. or if the 
higher criticism proves Job tu be.an al.e- 
gory and Solomon's song to be a drama, 
why should that destroy ‘their teliability 
or our belief in their divine origin if the 
parable of the Prodigal Son remains as di- 
vinely authentic and spiritually helpful as 
if it were a historical or biographical! incl- 
dent? 

“The real battles along the line of the 

igher criticism. however, are waged by 
he scientific scholars rather than by the 
oreachers. In fact. the preachers have 
brains may = 4 to see that while the astron- 
omers are hting the geologists on the 
question of . e age of this earth, and while 
philologists are at war with archeologists 
on the question of the origin and antiquity 
of words, alphabets and languages, there Is 
no immediate demand for the theologians 
and preachers to readjust their views or

These two sciences have been playing 
at Biblical criticism as at a game ot chess, 
each In its turn putting the other in check.

William 
Burroughs, George Rogers and William 
Major were charged with the theft of 36 
bars of it, said to be worth $25,000.

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WANTED: A KING AND A MAN. 

The people of. Norway are looking about for a good king to 
sit on the throne. 

Kingcraft is not what it was in the sunny days of divine 
right. The Roman lawyers used to say that the pleasure of 
the Emperor has the force of law, and the kings of Europe 
who emerged from the chaos following the dissolution of the 
empire adopted the maxim and invested it with heavenly au; 
thority. Oliver Cromwell rudely upset this doctrine which was 
finally relegated to the museum of histofical curiosities when 
Louis XVI lost his head. Since that bloody day kings have 
been ceremonial, for the most part, although the German Em- 
peror and the Russian Czar have asserted a divine warrant

The present dynasty of Swedish Kings is descended from a 
hotel keeper, and it must be confessed that they have been, 
on the whole, a credit to their ancestor, “mine host.”

A Post-Dispatch reader, in the letter column, makes a con- 
vincing plea for a sane Fourth of July especially in the inter- 
est of sick and dying persons. He points out that, because 
the sick are out of our sight either shut up in hospitals or 
private rooms we give them. no considération in celebrating 
the greatest of American holidays. | 

It takes no imagination to realize what.the usual diabolical 
uproar of the big city’s Fourth means to the man, woman or 
child lying on a sick bed. The noises are so sudden, so violent 
and so nerve wrecking that even men and. women enjoying 
the best of health are frequently driven to desperation by them. 
No man of character would willingly inflict these 
noises on the sick. That we permit it, however, marks us as 
extremely careless and thoughtless. 

The Post-Dispatch reader suggests that an ordinance be 
passed, making: it a misdemeanor to discharge explosives within 
two blocks of a hospital or place where'a sick person is lying. 
This is a good suggestion, but no ordinance is needed. The 
existing law, if enforced, is ample to cover this point. The

How is it that this phrase, carrying with it such menace 
to the milk consumer, was smuggled into the new law? How 
is it that this law, on its face intendedAo guard the milk con- 
sutier from injury, seems to be likely to become a weapon 
im the hands of dishonest milk dealers to his hurt? 

What milk preservatives are not injurious to health? Who 
ie to be the judge of their harmlessness or poisonous character? 
Is the very complete and carefully framed city ordinance to 
be made null and void by this new State law, with its insidi- 
ous wording! Is the health of the community, and especiaily 
of the little children, to be made secondary to the profits of

An affirmative de- 
cision will precipitate a walkout of 8000 
more teamsters. 

Announcement was made todey by the 
Pmployers’ Teaming Co. that men are re- 
porting daily to ite agents in seven cities 
and that it would b@ possible to rush 400 
men a day to Chicago itn the event of an 
extension of the strike. 

The garment workers, the original cause 
of the present strike, have concluded that 
the teamsters have forgotten the "sym- 
pathy’’ which prompted them to go out in 
ald of the tailors.
